Thus he 
goes serenely and tellingly upon his campaign 
way, confident the voters will indorse his rec- 
ord with re-election to the important office he 
now holds. 

This is as it should be. Georgia voters are 
able to decide for themselves which candidate 
for the senate will get their votes. The Gov- 
ernor well understands this fact and he is set- 
ting a new, and high, mark in state political 
campaigns by not attempting to influence or 
coerce any man to vote for any candidate in 
any other race than his own. 


A LONELY MONUMENT 

Far from the beaten path in which they 
earned the respect and adoration of mankind, 
a granite obelisk to the memory of lovable Will 
Rogers and courageous Wiley Post, has been 
raised by the people of the United States. The 
12-foot memorial has been dedicated on the 
Arctic barrens within 100 yards of the spot 
where the two friends crashed to their death 
three years ago, standing in lonely vigil and 
marking for all time the scene of a tragedy that 
shocked the world. 


Strange it is that two men whose lives were 


~ marked by the tumult of the crowds should die 


in the lonesome wastes, and stranger still is 
this marker of Oklahoma granite standing high 
above the frozen tundra in tribute to two men 
who live on in the hearts of an untold mul- 
titude. 

Though it stands far from the bustling world 
which accorded fame to these men, it is prob- 
ably as they would wish. They left their own 
monument, inscribed indelibly in human happi- 
ness and human progress. Both were men en- 
brought them 
above the crowd, yet both retained the sim- 
plicity that marks the truly great. Their work 
and their words live on.

THE CASE FOR MEXICO 

To the editorial desks of the nation has come 
a little booklet from Mexico City. It presents 
“the other side” of the oil expropriation con- 
troversy, and, as such, is worthy of comment. 
It is frankly propoganda—but is entitled “The 
Good Neighbor” and is eloquent in its plea for 
that. principle. 

Written by Oscar Morineau, a lawyer, and 
a bachelor of arts, graduate of Columbia Uni- 
versity, it presents the Mexican case for ex- 
propriation and the attitude of the people in 
the resultant crisis. Since the answer to the 
truth of the claims of each side cannot be 
written until time has sobered prejudice and 
perspective for the historians, his views are 
well worth the consideration of the American 
people. 

“Naturally,” he writes, “the oil companies 
affected by the expropriation decree have 2 
very definite opinion and point of view. We 
all have our own opinions influenced generally 
by our economic interests...” The author then 
maintains that the attitude of the executives 
in Mexico, of the oil interests, suffered from a 
superiority complex and that they acted in a 
patronizing manner creating in “their victims 
an inferiority complex that humiliates and cor- 
rupts them by making them abject.” These

American reader it would be quite easy to de- 
cide on this argument if he was told that a 
certain party was not going to accept a resolu- 
tion issued by the supreme court of the United 
States because he considers it unjust. Never- 
theless, if we admit the possibility that the 
resolution of our supreme court is unjust or 
mistaken, this possibility is eliminated by the 
fact the companies finally agreed to accept it, 
this is, to pay the salaries and compensations 
as established by the resolution. Unfortunately 
this willingness ...was arrived at by the com- 
panies after the expropriation had already been 
decreed.” 


From the social aspect, he states: “Un- 
fortunately the oil companies did not have the 
necessary foresight to co-operate in the de- 
velopment of the regions in which they 
operated. When oil wells were exhausted, life 
in the region was extinguished, for the exploit- 
ers left no traces of culture, such as schools, 
hospitals, roads and institutions for social 
health and hygiene.” 


Morineau expresses the present attitude of 
his countrymen thus: “We have been threat- 
ened with terrible reprisals that may seriously 
endanger our economy. We are prepared for 
any sacrifices. It may be that only through 
sacrifices and suffering we may be able to at- 
tain national unity and the conviction in the 
minds of all Mexicans that constant labor and 
discipline are indispensible if we wish to be- 
come economically independent and a really 
great nation... our nationalism is derived from 
something typical of us, It is the synthesis of 
past mistakes and misfortunes, of our Spanish, 
European and Indian traditions and of the in- 
fluence of the United States in Mexico of all 
the forces that have accumulated to produce 
the Mexico of today. Nationalism in Mexico 
means the desire to give to the inhabitants of 
this nation the product of their efforts and this 
is based on the peculiar idea that our work and 
our natural resources belong to us. National- 
istic Mexico welcomes foreign investments if 
the investor does not operate on the principle 
that his money constitutes a perpetual mort- 
gage on the people and the resources of this 
country.” 


The author proceeds then to state that 
Mexico offers its friendship to the United States 
and its alliance against any invaders of this 
continent. “Our constant intercourse,” he says, 
“if carried on with sincerity, sympathy and a 
sense that we are equal and not inferior or 
superior to each other, will make of Mexico 
the most interesting and useful country for the 
United States.” This eloquent plea for under- 
standing comes from one who quite evidently 
is voicing the hopes and desires of an inarticu- 
late people. 


If the “good neighbor” policy of the admin- 
istration is to succeed and to grow, the people 
of the United States must look to these mani- 
festitations of growing nationalism in Latin- 
America with dispassionate eyes and’ an open 
mind. Unquestionably, the expropriated lands 
must be paid for. It is apparently the intent 
of the Mexican government to follow this path. 
This being the case, the situation becomes one 
for calm negotiation between the government 
and for a friendly attitude and mutual aid and 
intercourse between the two peoples.

MY DAY: To the Top of the Hill 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


HYDE PARK—This has been a most exciting day. We were up 

early to be at the Hyde Park station when the President’s train 
came in at 8:30. Johnny and Anne met me there, and we waited 
only a few minutes for the train to come around : 
the bend. We went on board to find the Presi- 
dent marvelously well. Miss Le Hand and Mr, 
McIntyre both looked well, too, in ‘spite of the 
fact that last week must have been quite an 
ordeal in Washington, for the heat was worse 
there than it was here. 

As soon as we were in the car the newspaper 
reporters crowded around to see if there was to 
be any news story. As far as I could gather, 
nothing of any interest was forthcoming, and we 
proceeded home to breakfast. 

We sat long over this meal and heard some- 
thing of my husband’s trip and something of 
Johnny and Anne’s delightful holiday in Ber- 
muda. Their description of the ship and the 
trip down was attractive enough to make me think I might like to 
try it some time. The photographs of their little cottage and the 
various scenes about them made me really feel that it would be a 
nice way to live on this island for a short time. 

Later, Johnny, Anne and I went off to ride. Johnny was inter- 
ested to see many of the things which have been done on the place 
during the summer, so we rode about for two hours, starting from 
the big house to the top of the hill back of where my husband’s 
little retreat is going up. On coming back, we found the President 
and his cavalcade of Secret Service cars out inspecting the house, 
too, Johnny liked the house so well he made an agreement with 
his father that he should have first call on renting it.
